W ashington, March l (>.— T h e treaty o f Versailles failed of ratifi­ 


cation tor the fourth time tonight and then the senate voted to send 


it back to President W ilson with a notification that it had finally ‘‘re­ 


fused to advise and consent to its ratification.M 


O n the decisive roll call the vote was 4 9 for ratification to 15 


against, the opposition numbering in its ranks 20 democrats w ho 


v ere unwilling to see the treaty go through with the republican res­ 


ervations objected to by the president and three 
democratic

tw elv e republican irreconcilables. 
Twenty-one democrats quit the 


president’s lead and voted for ratification, but the defection failed 


by seven votes o f providing the two*thirdsTequisite to ratify.
